It is doubtful if there 
has been each a change, though in 
the caucus friendly feelings' were et 
pressed for Coflkhng. The Western 
Associated Press reporter gathered 
Republican opinions before the cau- 
cus met 
One supporter of Mr. 


Conkling said the caucus was very 
close between Conkling and the Ad- 
ministration. He be'ieved the final 
decision will be to la> Robertson 
over until December, but by a very 
close vote 


Another Conkling Senator said 


Conkhng is making a splendid fight 
and haa abandoned all idea except to 
fight to the bitter end; that he is 
much encouraged and believes he 
will get more votes from both 
sides of the Chamber than he would 
two days ago, and that Conkling is 
gaining strength. The Senator, who 
is a good l.iend of Conkling but 
against him on the Robertson ques- 
tion, gave the opinion that the can 
ens will decide to act promptly on 
Robertson and all other nominations 
and adjourn. 


Another Senator said Conkhng had 


made the mistake of constructing 
the expression of friendship to mean 
support in his fight, and that in this 
way he has deceived himself as to 
gaining strength. 
The best judg- 


ment of unbiased Republicans clear- 
ly is that Roberteon will be con- 
firmed, and the Conkling men on 
both sides are working harder to-day 
than for several days, but the most 
reliable canvass of the Senators to be 
obtained indicates a clear majority 
for Robertson A report is in circu- 
lation that if Conkling carries the 
caucus some Senators will refuse to 
be bound by the decisions and will 
stand by the President at all odds.

PORTLAKB, Oregon, Jfay 10—Dis 


patches f*om Denver, Colorado, pub- 
lished yesterday, give information 
that legal proceedings had been com- 
menced there against Senator Dor- 
sey, of Arkansas, now Secretary of 
the Natidnal Republican Committee, 
for services rendered to obtain an in- 
crease of mail service and get addi- 
tional pay the *efor on "Star Routes" 
in Oregon. The announcement at- 
tracted much attention here; more 
so, from the fact that it was stated 
that the papers on which the suit 
had been instituted at Denver from a 
well-known attorney at Portland, and 
that the claimant was a well-known 
politician here on Orgonian street 
The history of it fully identified Ex 
Senator Dorsey with the Star-Route 
robbery. The claimant in the suit is 
Frank D. Wilcox, who though for- 
merly connected with politics- in A-- 
kansas, has not appeared prominent- 
ly in politics here. He went to Ar- 
kansas from Illinois in '69 and be- 
came acquainted with Senator Dor- 
sey there. He was Secretary of the 
State Republican Committee of Ar- 
kansas, taough he never held office, 
and bore a prominent part in the 
election of Dorsey to the Senate. 
Desiring to get out of politic he 
left Arkansas and came to Oregon in 
1878. When Dorsey began to ope 
rate in "Star RontesMin Oregon he re- 
menlbered that Wiloox had come to 
this State, and as his relations with 
him had been of the most intimate 
kind he fixed upon Wilcox as the 
man to help him to work Up to higher 
figures the mail routes in which he 
had become interested.
